ELECTRICAL PROGRESS 


The users of electrical energy in "Wis- 


consin, who have no doubt viewed with 
some apprehension, the large consolida- 
tions of utility companies during the past 
year will doubtless find considerable of 
interest, and perhaps some comfort in the 
opinions expressed by experts in the elec- 
trical field at the annual convention of the 
Electric division of the "Wisconsin Utilities 
association. 


According to A. J. Goedjen. retiring 


chairman of the division, the consolidation 
program carried out in the state during 
the past year has resulted in a saving of 
821.000* tons of coal, or 20.000 car- 
loads. The inter-connection of small iso- 


' lated water power plants with larger sys- 


tems to enable the use of all of the power 
developed resulted in a saving of 730.- 
000 tons of coal, and the closing of small 
inefficient steam plants increased the sav- 
ing by 91.000 tons, according to this 
; authority. Moreover says Mr. Goedjen 
while the cost of living according to the 


• "United States department o£ labor is 65 
per cent higher than 1913. the cost of 
electric service to the average consumer 


,. in Wisconsin is less than in 1913. 


While these figures are no doubt in- 


tended as inspiration' to the workers in 
the electric utility field.' and as reassur- 


. ance to the public, there can be no gain- 


saying the claims of electric engineers to 
accomplishments of tremendous benefit to 
the general public. Neither does there 
appear to be cause for public concern over 
the matter of -utility consolidations, in 
view of the figures quoted. 


The granting of a monopoly to utility 


companies has long been recognized as in 
the public interest and necessary for sat- 
isfactory operation. 
Xow the policy of 


expansion and consolidation which is a 
necessary part of the development of su- 
per-power systems is being followed and 
offers, a comparatively new situation. 
However. Appleton has long been the hub 
of a super-pcctt'er development, and the' 
benefits of it have been patent. The elec- 
trical companies have managed, for the 
most part, to hold the confidence of the 
public, and doubtless this fact has been of 
importance in accomplishing the under- 
takings of the past year.

It is a trifle over a hundred years 


ago that James Fenimore Cooper pub- 
lished his flrst novel. "Precaution." 
and it is hard to believe today that 
at that time the American people 
were so convinced that nothing good 
could come out of America in litera- 
ture that Cooper was forced to pre- 
tend that "Precaution" had been writ- 
ten by an Englishmen to get a hear 
ing for it from his fellow Americans. 


But that is exactly what Cooper 


did "Precaution" had been 
written 


on a dare, after ooper had been read- 
Ing an English novel arid had made 
the remark that he could do better 
himself, although he had up to that 
time never intended to be a writer. 
His boast was challenged and to make 
good 011 it he wrote "Precaution" 


But publishing was another matter. 


Up to that time there was practically 
no American literature. Bryant had 
done a little in poetry and IrVing was 
beginning to be heard from. But the 
ICew England school of writers ^tfiat 
become famous later had not

arisen, and the other American writ- 
ers that were at work, now for the 
most part forgotten, were not meeting 
with very great success.

the Americans slavishly followed suit. 


vAs for a great American novelist 
rising up among them, that was-con- 
sidered an absurdity by the Americans 
of that day. Although they had the 
reputation 
of being boastful, 
the 


Americans of that generation had the 
inferiority complex about their litera- 
ture. It' was simply an impossibility 
that the best an American could do 


should be within speaking distance 
of the worst an English writer could 
do. 


That,was the point of view of the 


average American ciitic of that day 
and so 
Cooper published

tion" anonymously and pretended that 
it was written in England by an Eng- 
lishman.

land and the characters were people 
about whom Cooper knew next to 
nothing. It is therefore not surpris- 
ing that tho book was not one-that 
had .much chance to live.
